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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on July 30, 2009 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 5, 13, 14, and 25 are directed to an allowable apparatus. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04, claims 2-4, 6-12, and 15-24, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on March 
27, 2007 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction

requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re 
Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

It is in the opinion of the examiner that the art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious "at least one common contact surface is disposed at a distance from the connection such 
that the contact surface engages the common contact surface on an adjacent segment to 
pretension and form the line guidance unit into an arc-shape when the line guidance unit is in the 
substantially extended and unloaded condition when no lines are in the line channel" in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in the independent claim. 

Searching by the Examiner yielded prior art as cited in the previous Office Actions. 
Based on Applicant's arguments and the Examiner's review of the Office Action mailed on 
March 31, 2009, the subject matter is deemed to be allowable. Further explanation can be 
reviewed in the Applicant's arguments filed on July 30, 2009. Therefore, it is concluded by the 
examiner that claims 2-25 of the present invention are allowable.
